1 . (currently amended) A secure network resource access system for facilitating n e twork access by 
network terminals to a network r e sourc es resource located behind aa onterpriGO a firewall, the secure 
network resource access system comprising: 

a proxy server located logically outside- the cnlorprioe firewa ll for roooiving application dat a 
from tho network termina ls a data source located outside the firewall, the proxy server having a 
queue for storing the received data : and 

a polling server located logically behind the e nterprise firewall, the polling server being 
configured for polling the proxy server to initiat e tomsmiGGion of tho roooived application data pull 
the received data across the firewall from the queue of the proxy server to the polling server. 

2. (currently amended) The secure network resource access system according to claim 1 ? wherein 
each sai d the network resource includes an alias name, and the applicatio n received data includes the 
ali as name of on e of th e network r e sourc e s resource, and the p oiling server is configured to direct the 
application received data to the e«e network resource in accordance with the alias name. 

3. (currently amended) A method for facilitating secure network access by network terminals to _a 
network resources resource located behind aa cntorprioo a firewall, the method comprising the steps 
of: 

storing received data in a queue of a proxy server, the received data from a data source 
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located outside the fire wall: and 

polling [a] the proxy server located logically outside the e tttoiprioo firewall by a polling 
w.teH Inpicallv inside the firewall, the polli ng b e i n g t o pull ac ross the firewall the received 
Hat* from the Qu«n« nf the nroxv s^r to the nolline server fm i uqu mlb fm im amimi ctitinn w i t li t h e 
notwork resourc e s; 

rocoiving application data and aooooiatcd network r e souroc data from the proxy oorvor ra 
r e sponse to the polling stop; and 

directing the application data to one of tho network roGourcos in accordafloo with the 
associated notwork r e source data, 

4. (currently amended) The method according to claim 3, wherein each sai d the network resource 
includes an alias name, and the notwork r e sourc e received data includes the alias name of the e»e 
network resource. 

5. (new) The method according to claim 4 further comprising the step of directing the received data 
to the network resource in accordance with the associated alias name. 

6. (new) The system of claim 1 further comprising an enterprise server for obtaining the received 
data from the polling server and for distributing the received data to the network resource. 

7. (new) The system of claim 2, wherein the alias name uniquely identifies a physical network 
location of the network resource and is associated with a physical property of the network resource. 

8. (new) The system of claim 1, wherein the data source is a network terminal configured for 
communication with the network resource. 

9. (new) The system of claim 8, wherein the network resource is selected from the group 
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comprising: a printing device; a facsimile machine; an image server; a file server; an email pager; 
and an email enabled telephone. 

10. (new) The system of claim 9 S wherein the received data is selected from the group comprising; 
text; image; and multimedia data. 

1 1 . (new) The system of claim 10, wherein the received data is in a format suitable for processing by 
the network resource. 

12. (new) The method of claim 3 further comprising the step of obtaining the received data from the 
polling server and then distributing the received data to the network resource. 

13. (new) The method of claim 4 ? wherein the alias name uniquely identifies a physical network 
location of the network resource and is associated with a physical property of the network resource. 

14. (new) The method of claim 3, wherein the data source is a network terminal configured for 
communication with the network resource. 

15. (new) The method of claim 14, wherein the network resource is selected from the group 
comprising: a printing device; a facsimile machine; an image server; a file server; an email pager; 
and an email enabled telephone. 

1 6. (new) The method of claim 15, wherein the received data is selected from the group comprising: 
text; image; and multimedia data. 

17. (new) Theroethod of claim 16, wherein the received data is in a format suitable for processing by 
the network resource. 

18. (new) The system of claim 1 9 wherein the system facilitates access to a plurality of network 
resources. 
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19. (new) The method of claim 3, wherein the method facilitates secure access to a plurality 
network resources. 
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
